'Ib is immediately creates 
the demand for teachers competent ti 
administer these subjects, of which 
from the nature of things, there is at 
present a great lack. 
“ Teaching domestic science, agricul­ 
ture and manual training requires spe 
elal preparation, 
which should 
rest 
upon a good foundation of academic 
training, professional preparation and 
successful experience. 
Any teacher 
who has these preliminary qualifica­ 
tions may without difficulty acquire 
tile necessary additional preparation 
for teaching vocational subjects by 
special study.”
